It ia usual for tboso who oro not In 
lavor oi progress, and who ha7Q some 
eort of vested interest in keeping

Ty and offBOtually, and the Colony will 
havo cause to be thankful. It will bo 
nccoBBary to tako measures to plaoo

The Blockade of Mazatlau in Parlia- 
ment. 

Tho Earl of Denbigh roso to inquire 
whether it wns truo that a frigato was 
blockading tbo port of Mozatlan, and if 
fo, whether such blockade had been duly 
authorized by Her Majesty in Council 
and published iu the Gazette. Tho noble 
lord remarked that, since he had penned 
his notico , further particulars respect- 
ing the alleged blockade had been pub- 
lished iu the newspapers The blockading 
of a port wus a very important operation, 
and ought to be carried out in a very 
eautiouB manner, lie might remark that 
some years ago in consequence of the 
blockade of Jeddah, great difficulties and 
complications had arisen. If the account 
of what had occurred at Mazatlnn were 
accurate, the British Commander appear- 
ed to have behaved in an outrageous man- 
ner and to have proved himself unfit to 
remain in her Majesty's servico. The 
ctetaiU.s.°re ifeu*. narrated in the Pall 
Mall Gazette of last evening:— " The 



iimericau papers to tittuu tins morning 
publish the following, dated San Francis- 
co, July 2: — Advices from Mazatlan to 
the 22nd June report tbnt a serious difli 
culty had occurred between Commander 
Bridges, of tho English war Stoamei 
Chanticleer, and tho Mexican authorities 
at that place. Tho Chanticleer, it is said, 

fired signal guns for assistance. A pilot 
went out and released tlio ship from her 
position of danger, but the commander of 
trio steamer refused to nav the pilo^ for 
serviced anil proceeded to Mazatlnn 
The collector of the port of Mazatlan was 
notified that one of tho officers of the 
British war steamer was engaged in con- 
veying specie on board to uvoid tho ex* 
port duty, and caused his arrest. The 
officer's person was searched nnd a quan- 
tity of gold found upon him. The captain 
of the Chanticleer catuo ashore and in n 
very excited manner declared that his 
vessel and himself hud been insulted by 
the indignity offered to his subordinates. 
High words followed, which culminated 
in tho arrest and search of tho person of 
tho British commander by order of the 
collector, who asserted his suspicion that 
tho commander also was implicated in 
smuggling specie on board of his vessel. 
Captain Bridges then went 011 board ol 
tho Chanticleer and notified tho inhabi- 
tants of Mazatlan that he was about to 
bombard the city for tho insult offered to 
the English flag. Tho captain's procla- 
mation of hostility caused great excite- 
ment and numerous communications in 
writing piissed between Captain Bridges, 
General Corona and the civil authorities. 
The United States Consul, Mr Session, 
acting uh mediator, ultimately induced the 
British commander to modify his procla- 
mation so us to place tlio port of Mazatlan 
under blockade so far as Mexican vessels 
wero concerned, until bo could receivo 
orders from tho British Admiral com- 
manding on tho station. Americuu and 
other foreign vessels would not bo inter- 
fered with. It is asserted that the action 
of General Corona and tho Mexican am 
thoritiea is approved by tho foreign resi- 
dents generally. The United States war 
steamer Suwaneo had left Aciipulco for 
Mazntlac to protect tha Americuu inter- 
ests in that placo. Tho United States 
steamer Ilesaca wus at La Puz on June 
Si: Additional advices from Mexico 
state that (Jommund'ir Bridges at first de-
